He has 
established that two CIA 
chiefs in Ottawa — one 
Stacy Hulse and one John 
Kenneth Knaus — official- 
ly apologized to Canadian 
officials for what was done 
at McGill. 

Then external affairs 
minister Allan MacEachen 
admitted as much in the 
House of Commons. 

U.S. courts, submitting 
to CIA pleas on security 
grounds, have resisted 
Rauh's request that Hulse 
duced. 

So now Rauh, in his last ploy before trial, has 
asked that Canada at least produce the man the 
apologies were given to. We introduce you to the 
mysterious John Hadwen, resident of Rockcliffe, 
Ottawa, Ontario, Canada. 

Is he dead and gone, never to be traced? Re- 
tired, beyond official recall? Not at all, John 
Hadwen — the one man who can unravel the CIA 
brainwashing case — is very alive and well, in 
fact a former Canadian High Commissioner to 
New Delhi, now back in the Security and Intelli- 
gence branch at External Affairs down on Sussex 
Drive. The exact fancy title: Director General, 
Bureau for Security Services (dealing also with 
terrorism.)

Cameron of course have no 
money. 

The puzzled Rauh has 
written Clark: “I thought I 
would receive the grateful 
support of the Canadian 
government, but with the 
exception of the long-gone 
Jeremy Kinsman, all I 
have received so far from 
your government is hostili- 
ty.” 

(Kinsman, a former top 
officer with Ambassador 
Allan Gotlieb here, is now 
in Ottawa in the Marcel 

Masse battalions.) 

CIA lawyers here argue that Hulse and Knaus 
cannot be produced for pre-trial testimony be- 
cause national security is at stake. Rauh says 
their activities are “about as secret as those of 
Elizabeth Taylor.” 

They were identified by members of the Cana- 
dian Embassy after MacEachen publicly ac- 
knowledged four dates between August 1977 and 
February 1979 in which “expressions of regret” 
were made to Canadian officials — one in Wash- 
ington and the other three in Ottawa. 

If the CIA is innocent, why is it offering 
$25,000 to each victim to settle the case? If the 
U.S. won’t produce Hulse and Knaus, why won’t 
the federal government produce John Hadwen — 
the man who received the apologies? 

Whose side is Joe Clark on? Does the Canadian 
government have any balls left?
